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With OSCAR-18, the RS satellites, 
the shuttle flights, the AMSAT booth and 
a month off from the column, I haven't had 
a chance to address amateur radio's newest 
satellite. On March 1, another British 
scientific satellite was launched and was 
named UOSAT-OSCAR 11. It was lofted from 
Vandenburg Air Force Base along with a new 
Landsat satellite at about 1 p.m. E.S.T. 
On the second orbit, the command station 
at the University of Surrey in England 
commanded the 2-meter beacon on and all 
seemed well. They were able to check it 
on orbit three, the last available to them 
for some hours, and it was still perform- 
ing satisfactorily. On its first pass 
over the Eastern U.S., however, its beacon 
was Silent. Since the fifth orbit, there 
have been only a few reports of very weak 
Signals and "hash". It appears that the 
last normal signal from UO-11 was heard by 
VK5AGR on the fifth orbit. Many of the 
worlds "big ears" have listened for it, 
including the Royal Naval Observatory's 85 
foot dish at Jodrell Bank in England. Re- 
peated attempts to command it have been 
fruitless, but efforts still continue. 


UO-11 is very similar to UO-9 with 
some improvements, notably in the gravity

gradient boom extension scheme and in the 
command computer software. 


By all measures, the AMSAT booth at 
the Charlotte Hamfest was a success. The 
booth grossed about 570 dollars, but the 
money was secondary to the exposure which 
AMSAT received. We signed up five new 
members and chatted with many others, each 
a potential member. The AMSAT forum con- 
ducted by Jerry Malin, WB2LEI/4, North 
Carolina Area AMSAT Coordinator, and Doug 
Loughmiller, KO5I1, AMSAT Vice-President 
for Operations was successful as well with 
about forty attendees. I'm already looking 
forward to a repeat next year. 


The most popular item at the AMSAT 
booth was ARRL's new Satellite Experimenters 
Handbook. Written by Dr. Martin Davidoff, 
K2UBC, the handbook is divided into three 
major parts. Part I is an introduction and 
traces the history of communications sate- 
llites in general and the OSCAR satellites 
specifically. Part II describes getting 
started with tracking basics, simple an- 
tennas and minimal receiving and trans- 
mitting equipment. Part III goes into more 
detail on satellite orbits, the radio links, 
weather and TV satellites, and a program 
management outline for building an amateur 
radio satellite. Appendices profile the 
current OSCAR and RS satellites, manual 
tracking aids and FCC rules and regulations 
for the Amateur Satellite Service. It's 
one of the better quality publications to 
come out of the League in several years. 
It's a good buy at 10 dollars.

TORNADO COMMUNICATIONS AS SEEN AT RALEIGH 


At the request of the Director of Emergency Management, the Section EC, 
Reed Whitten, activated the Amateur station (State EOC) at the State Emergency 
Operations Center in the State Administration Building in Raleigh on March 28. 
Por manv days this station was the only direct line of communications between 
Raleigh and various sections of the tornado stricken areas. A second station 
was set up at the NC State University Club station, WHATC, to act as net con- 
trol. 


The main function of the State EOC station was to accept incoming traffic 
from the disaster areas for delivery to the various officials gathered in the 
"War Room" who were directing the clean-up and relief of these areas. The 
value of having experience in traffic handling and the strenzth of messages 
composed in standard ARRL format showed early in the operation. Vhere a mes- 
Saze came in ARRL form, there was a piece of naper to back-up the operators if 
questions were asked, the delivery was mostly error-free, and replies were easy 
to coordinate with the original message. Those messages that got into the 
system as informals very often got nessed up Somehow and did not carry the 
power that the formal traffic had. With a net control station external to the 
station at the Administration Building to keep track of the overall picture, 
it was possible to make order out of an exerciSe in organized chaos. State 
EOC could concern itself with the reception and transmission of messages which 
was its prime mnission. 


The nessages nassed were varied, There were requests for tne nuaber 
needinz food and shelter, requests for additional personnel to assist in 
local vroblems, statements of local facilities and many others. One feature 
frequently found in disaster situations is a need for Health and Welfare 
traffic. This was not so in this situation. Ovnerators on the sites reported 
that they could not take incoming traffic because there was no way to deliver 
such messages, They also said that the disaster victims did not seem to have 
a need to send messages out of the area reporting to relatives. 


Overators served a four hour shift at State EOC although the station was 
on the air 24 hours a day for the first several days. As local relief person- 
nel were able to get the situation under control and as the victims were pro- 
vided for, the need for nighttime activity came to an end. The station finally 
Signed off on Friday, April 6 after nine days of operation and originating 
around 90 outging nessazges and delivering a large but uncounted, as yet, number 
of incoming messages for the State Disaster officials and others connected with 
the relief operation. 


To those of us who worked at the State Center, it was clear that our ser- 
vices and abilites were anvreciated by the Emergency Center personnel. It is 
not possible to acknowledge all the Amateurs who participated by call--some 
worked at State EOC, others were standing by monitoring and on call ifneeded, 
and others went to various field sites to assist. All of them can feel that 
they helned in a job well done, 


However satisfied we may be with our accomplishments in this situation, 
cnere are probably things we could have done better, things we should not have 
done and things that we did just the way it should be. To improve out activity 
the S=C needs input from anyone who cares to do so. Please send your bouquets 
and brickbats (written only) to Reed Whitten, SEC, 1208 Oxford Pl.
